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of the ice age, the hjCturer said that 
geologists were noflHkreed; “Vari¬ 
ous causes have been suggested, 
such as an elevation of the sur¬ 
face of the laud, which would 
lower the temperature of the region 
thus raised. Or, a raising of cer¬ 
tain ridges in the ocean b«,-d which 
would shut the warm water of the 
tropics from the northern seas, and 
thus lower the temperature of the 
adjacent land. Others have sought 
the cause iu the lowering of the 
temperature of the sun for a time 
similar to that which is at present 
associated with freedom from sun 
spots, though on a larger scale, and 
|cting during a much longer period- 
—But the probable cause is an 
astronomical one, called the pro¬ 
cession of the equinoxes, combining 
with a period of high eccentricity 
of the earth.” 

Mr. Fraser evidently believes 
With the late Sir Robert Ball and 
the late James Croll, .both men 
whose work stands high in astron¬ 
omical and geological circles. From 
there the speaker went on to tell ol 
the results apparent today wnich 
the last ice age produced, after re¬ 
minding his audience that there 
had probably been five or six ice 
ages in recent geological times, 
that is to say in the last millian 
years, and boulders embodied in 
older geological formations show 
that there were ice ages in earlier 
times. The melting of the enor¬ 
mously thick ice sheet, when the 
ice age was passing away, must 
have elapsed between the time 
when the ice age began to creep 
back from the south and the time 
when the last ice sheet vanished 
from what are now our. prairies. 
During this melting period, many 
great lakes were formed, where the 
sediment was able to deposit quiet¬ 
ly, and to make plains which are 
now some of the most fertile lands 
of the west. Mr. Fraser instanced 
Manitoba as showing from it’s 
lakes the probable position of the 
ice barrier which formed them. The 
deposit of clay, mixed with bould¬ 
ers and stones, which underlie the 
soil of our prairies, has come down 
from the mountains, scraped off 
and carried by the ice sheet. The 
boulders and stones found in the 
clay are usually well rounded, 
whereas surface boulders are little 
if at all rounded off, which was be¬ 
cause the first named had been 
dragged along under great pressure 
of ice, and others had been brought 
on the top of the ice sheet. From 
this example the speaker’s observa¬ 
tions became more general, and 
the formation of hills and valleys 
in their relation to the workings of 
the ice sheet were described. 

River beds had also been dammed 
or created. The Great Lakes were 
formed first of water melted from 
the ice sheet, dammed by moraine 
matter, and the Niagara river has 
come into existence since then. And 
so the audience were brought to 
conditions of to-day which are 
directly related to the last great ice 
age. It was impossible for the 
speaker to cover more than a frag¬ 
ment of his great subject, but it is 
to be hoped that efforts will be 
made to the end that not only 
Guild members but others may hear 
Mr. Fraser lecture upon this sub¬ 
ject, a subject of which he has a 
commanding knowledge.

Slump In Turtle Soup 
Until recently It wu customary to 
dlride the turtle soup {which was un¬ 
consumed at the lord'mayor's banquet 
in London among; the poor on the fol¬ 
lowing day, but experience showed 
that Its value was unappreciated by 
the recipients, and thut half the soup 
▼ as poured intc the Guildhall yard 
within a quarter oi an hour of the 
distribution. • 

When the soup was last distributed 
lls value was estimated at $300, but as 
ItB merits we- e lost on the poor recip¬ 
ients, the lord mayor \nd sheriff's 
committee decided to substitute cook¬ 
ed Joints. e 

In accordance with a custom which 
has been observed for centuries, the 
provisions that remained after the 
banquet were distributed recently to 
about 150 poor people. The work of 
distribution was undertaken by the 
members of the committee, whe, wear¬ 
ing white aprons, took their places be¬ 
side the tables, which were laden with 
mutton pies, beef, partridges, and lob¬ 
ster. Each person who presented 
himself received a substantial share 
of the i jod. 


ou the rateable property of the town 
for any purpose within the Jurisdiction 
of the town, or on roads, bridges, win¬ 
ter works or drainage works ouislds 
the limits of the town. Provided that 
no town shall have power to pass such 
bylaw for contracting debts to a 
greater extent than 10 per cent of 
the rateable property in the town, ex¬ 
cept as provided in Seetlon 48 of the 
Municipal Public Works Act. 

Therefore, the Municipal ■ Public 
Works Act of 1906 should be read In 
conjunction with the. City and Town 
Acts. It provisions are in part , as 
follows: 

Certain cities and all towns may bor¬ 
row money for the purpose of con¬ 
structing or acquiring water works, 
sewers, lighting, heating, and power 
works. In which case the money bor¬ 
rowed is a special charge upon (he 
works and Is not counted "as diminish¬ 
ing the powers of the municipality to 
borrow money under the City or Town 
Act. From this you will see that it 
is quite possible for a town to con¬ 
tract debts to a far greater (extent 
than 10 per cent of the rateable pro¬ 
perty. Under this Act debeMgjires 
issued for public works may extend 
over a period of fifty years and may 
be payable In such a manner that for 
the first five years 'succeeding their 
issue date Interest only shall be pay¬ 
able. Our Impression is that follow¬ 
ing the appointment of such a com¬ 
mission its members would give early 
consideration to the privileges grant¬ 
ed municipalities m-.der this Municipal 
Public Works Act of 1906 sud would 
most likely recommend that it be re¬ 
pealed.

Would be of Assistance to Govern¬ 
ment 

The commisslo.i would uo doubt 
render the Government Invaluable 
service In the framing of legislation 
dealing with the municipalities al¬ 
ready enumerated, and undoubtedly 
the present Acts wpuld, following the 
appointment of this commission. Im¬ 
mediately undergo a thorough exam¬ 
ination. We have already taken the 
l"»erty of pointing .out wherein cer¬ 
tain changes might be made, and add 
the following suggestions: 

According to the annual report of 
the Department of Municipal Affairs 
for the financial year 1912-13, there 
were at the close of February last, 
two hundred and tony-eight villages 
in existence.' One hundred is. the 
minimum population required for a 
village, twenty-five of whom must he 
male adults. It may interest you to 
know that fifteen'of these had at that 
time a population of seventy five or 
less, and a further fifteen had lep< 
than one hundred population. Over 
one hundred out of the two hundred 
and forty-eight Villages have a popu¬ 
lation of less than two hundred souls. 
We believe the minimum required for 
incorporation should be raised to two 
hundred, fifty of whom should be male 
adults. 

The debenture of the village of sev¬ 
enty-five people is .hard to markft. 
The tiny population and the small as¬ 
sessment are the two chief reasons for 
among Investors.

values. It should have power to reg¬ 
ulate or prevent the inclusion of out¬ 
lying lauds within the limits of cities 
or towns- Such a restriction would 
bo welcomed by many who feel that 
this would mitigate the subdivision 
evil to a very large extent. 

-ingle Tax 

We do not think it would be exped¬ 
ient to remove the matter of assess¬ 
ment from thr Jurisdiction of munici¬ 
pal bodies, but we believe the commis¬ 
sion would be .able to advise and ren¬ 
der municipalitea considerable assist¬ 
ance In this regard. While the law 
is explicit In this respect is a fact 
that there ls much room for Improve¬ 
ment. Many feel that the tendency 
of our tim ls toward the adoption by 
municipalities of the so-called single 
tax system, by which Is meant taxa¬ 
tion of land value, only. The adop¬ 
tion of such a system should be grad¬ 
ual, and It Is believed by many that 
the taxation of land values only 
would tend to greater uniformity in 
taxation throughout the Province. 

We believe such a commission 
would advocate the enactment of leg¬ 
islation, making It illegal for certain 
municipalities to issue straight term 
debentures. Villages and small

Oxford Latin Attacked. 

The question of the pronunciation 
of Latin ied to a lively discussion al 
the Headmasters’ conference held al 
Reading, Eny. 

The Rev. H. Costley White, Head¬ 
master of EiadCeld College,- said 
that when a boy went to a univer¬ 
sity, especially Oxford, he came Into 
a farrago of cacophonous jargon, 
which did duty for the pronunciation 
of the Latin language. 

He believed that there was no 
place In the world where Latin was 
more variously or villainously pro¬ 
nounced than at Oxford. 

A resolution was passed, that In 
order to attain unlfonlty a commit¬ 
tee of the -onference should lnvitt 
every member to pledge himself to 
adopt the reformed pronunciation 
recommended by the Classical Asso¬ 
ciation—that 1s, with broad vowels, 
hard g and e, the w sound of v, the 
dlpthong ae like the long 1, otc.

Tbne railways are available to 
take the euormoua harvest of theae 
provmoea to the eastern seaports 
before navigation ou the lakes aud 
at Mootreal closes. Naturally, 
a oar ebertage, a grain blockade, 
results, aud thousands of buahela 
of wheat are loat to the farmers 
for lack of transportation facilities. 
What will be the situation wbeu 
the Panama Canal • offers a new 
route to Liverpool? The Paoifio 
ports are only from 6U0 to 1UOO 
miles from the same wheat centres, 
and are open all the year round. 
Instead of shipping their wheat 
east the farmers will ship by tbe 
much shorter overland haul to the 
western ports' Here huge ele 
vators will spring a p as the 
demtlnd arises aud vessels from 
Vancouver aud Prince Rupert will 
take, this grain by the cheaper 
water rohte to it’a destination. 
Tbe Canadian railways are alive to 
the situation ,and we find them 
lowering their grades over the 
Rookies, tonnelliug mountains 
aud establishing ports on the 
Psoifio preparatory to hanling the 
agricultural produots of tbe great 
prairie sections westward instead 
of eastward, as heretofore. Let 
railway rates to tbe Paoifio be

SHOWS’CANAUA’8. WEALTH 

P.R. Natural Reaourcos Department 
Opens Exhibit 

An excellent guide to the natural 
wealth of Eastern and Western Can¬ 
ada la afforded by the exhibit of the 
Land Branoh of the Natural Resources 
Department of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, which hat just been formal¬ 
ly opened In tl\J. Windsor station 
building, at Montreal. The exhibit, of 
which Mr. E. J. Martin la In charge, 
consist! of samples of grain, fruit, 
wood, game and fish as well as many 
other features of Interest . j well to 
the prospective settler as to the stu¬ 
dent of Canada. 

A large pa t of the exhibit was 
shown at Chicago and other parts of 
the United States, but la now con- 
completely .nstalled - 1- Montreal, 
where ihe colleotiou will he on view to 
the public until a portion of It Is taken 
to ,the Pansu.a Pacific Exposition at 
San Francisco next year. Among tbe 
models, which are of particular inter¬ 
est, Is one of the Qd’.R. demonstra¬ 
tion farms at Straflbore, where in¬ 
struction is ,-rlven to the farmers. A 
relief map of the irrigation area la al¬ 
so of value, the plan for th=> improve¬ 
ment of the land being clearly shown. 
The area is over three times as large 
as ai.y other on the continent, extend¬ 
ing from Medicine Hat on the east to 
Calgary on thi West. Tbe western 
section has Already been sold, this 
comprising about 1 , 000,000 acres, 
while tbe remainder, about 2 , 000,000 
acres, will be placed on the market 
shortly. The amount sold to each set¬ 
tler varies from 80 acres to two sec¬ 
tions, one-twentieth of tbe price being 
paid in cash. The company also lends 
the farmer a sum of $ 2,000 fpr Im¬ 
provements on the 20 year policy, and 
after he haB been on the land 12 
mouths another $ 1,000 for the pur¬ 
chase of stock. 

One of tbe exhibits showa the evo¬ 
lution of'a loaf of bread, the various 
stages from the virgin prairie to the 
wheat and flour and finally the bread 
being given. Tobacco leaf and the 
finished cigars from British Columbia 
are also shown, the tobacco being 
grown at Kelpwna. 

Attention is also devoted to the 
resources of Eastern Canada, a very 
fine exhibit of fish and minerals be¬ 
ing shown, while many ' of the big 
game specimens in the centre of the 
room are also common to the east. Of 
the fish, which are attractively mount¬ 
ed In a case at the end of the hall, 
are specimens of trout, bass, pickerel 
and pike. Among the minerals shown 
are copper. Iron, silver and lead. 
There are also some very fine pieces 
of ornamental 11 m stone and black 
matble. The wealth of the east in 
asbestos Is demonstrated by a num¬ 
ber of excellent samples. 

The Western Canada mineral-ex¬ 
hibit includes zinc, gold and silver and* 
sliver and lead. There Is coal from 
Alberta, Including many kinds from 
the soft to the anthracite. Alberta la 
also represented by an excellent ex¬ 
hibit of grains, including wheat, oats, 
barley, flax and rye. One of the cases 
shows a sample of Premost flax, which- 
won the first prize In competition 
against the world at the Dry Farming 
Congress at Lethbridge. The yield 
was 28 bushels to the acre. There Is 
also a large exhibit of alfalfa, which 
la regarded as the coming crop.of Al¬ 
berta. The alfalfa shown Is the ye- 
ond crop in tjie one season. 

The big game exhibit, which occu¬ 
pies the central portion of the hall, 
consists of fine specimens of moose, 
deer, black and grizzly bear, wolves 
and caribou. One moose head has a 
spread of 74 inches across tho horns 

Among other specimens of the natur¬ 
al resources of the Dominion shown 
Is a sample of oil from Calgary. There 
Is also a tank of natural gas from Med¬ 
icine Hat, which gas is supplied to the 
residents of the western town at the 
unusually low rate of 6 cents per 
1 . 00 Q. cubic -feet.
